RICHMOND HIGH DECATHLON 


In 1951 the Boys’ Physical Education program was re- 
vised to include a series of ten individual tests known as 
the Richmond High Decathlon. The tests were designed to 
measure such skills as running, jumping, throwing, and 
climbing. Since every boy in the regular physical educa- 
tion program takes the Decathlon once each semester, it 
is possible to check individual improvement over a three- 
year period. 


Standards of achievement are set up for all sopho- 
mores, juniors, and seniors. Sophomore standards are 
known as the gray standards, junior standards as the blue, 
and senior standards as the red. Because of these color 
standards, sophomores wear gray trunks during physical 
education while juniors wear blue and seniors, red. If a 
sophomore passes the blue standards, he may wear blue 
trunks and take P. E. with a junior class; if he passes the 
red standards he may wear red trunks and take P. E. with 
a senior class. A junior may advance to red in the same 
manner. 


The boys who wear silver and gold trunks have been 
awarded their trunks for meeting standards considerably 
higher than red. Gold trunks are the highest award a boy 
can receive in Decathlon. A chenille star on silver or gold 
trunks indicates that the boy has achieved those standards 
a second time. 


To the boys in Physical Education at Richmond High the 
Decathlon has been a welcome supplement to the regular 
program of team sports and instruction. At the present 
time, there are approximately 60 Silvers and 25 Golds in 
the entire school. 


Even though the Decathlon standards have been made 
more difficult each semester since 1951, the number of 
Silvers and Golds increases each semester. Such improve- 
ment indicates not only interest and enthusiasm on the 
part of the boys, but also the value of the Decathlon as a 
part of the Physical Education Program.

The Oilers retaliated minutes later on a pass, which was 
good for 37 yards and a TD, from Quarterback Tom Dear- 
man to fleet Halfback LeMar Jones. Conversion try was 
missed and the Oilers were behind 7-6 at the half. 

Both teams bogged down until Richmond drove to the 
Reble one-yard line in the final quarter. Dearman threw 
to End Leander Murphy to give the Oilers the winning 
tally. Jim Knox split the uprights as the game ended, 
Oilers 13, and Rebels 7. 

Dearman, Murphy, Lusk, Emert, and Rogenski were in- 
strumental in the Reble conquest. 


PIEDMONT (7-0) 


Led by a stubborn Oiler defense, Richmond’s Varsity 
defeated the Piedmont Highlanders 7-0 in one of the most 
exciting and hard-fought games of the year. 

Piedmont, fighting desperately to stay in the league race 
after a loss the week before, battled the resurgent Oilers 
to a single scoring victory. 

The lone Oiler tally came in the third quarter when 
Richmond’s masked marvel, LeMar Jones, broke from the 
Oiler 9 and streaked 91 yards into the end zone. Jim Knox 
made the extra point and from that point on the game 
was strictly defense. The Oilers held onto the 7-point ad- 
vantage until the final gun sounded. 

Such stalwarts as Doyle Williams, Arthur Wilkerson, and 
Lee Devers made the forward line immune to the Piedmont 
aitack. In the backfield LeMar Jones gained 108 yards for 
an average of 15.4 yards per carry to star on the Rich- 
mond defense. 


EL CERRITO (35-18) 


On October 17 the Richmond Oilers, playing before a 
capacity crowd of over 5,000 spectators, crushed the El 
Cerrito Gauchos 35-18 on the loser’s field. 

Exploding for 5 touchdowns the Oilers ran up the highest 
score in the nine-year history of the Oiler-Gaucho games. 

The Oilers took an early half-time lead of 28-6. LeMar 
Jones scored the first Oiler tally in the opening minutes 
of the game with a 3-yard line plunge. The second Rich- 
mond score came when Tackle J. B. Talbert recovered a 
fumble on the Gaucho 30-yard line. Left-half Bob Pringle 
then broke loose and dashed 36 yards to the end zone. 
Jim Knox kicked both conversions. 

The Oilers scored again when LeMar Jones ran 57 yards 
through the Gaucho team to give Richmond a 20-0 lead. 
Knox made his third of 5 straight conversions. 

In the remaining periods of play El Cerrito pushed across 
two more scores. The lone Richmond touchdown of the 
second half was Dearman’s long pass to Murphy in the 
closing seconds of the game. The game ended 35-18 as 
the Oilers registered their fourth victory of the season. 

Linemen Emert, Talbert, and Rogenski were praised for 
their fine playing. Bob Pringle and ACAL candidate LeMar 
Jones played one of their finest games of the season. Jones 
averaged 13.6 yards per carry while Pringle averaged 6.3. 


BELLARMINE (19-13) 


On Friday night, Oct. 23, the Richmond gridiron was 
invaded by the undefeated and untied Bellarmine Bells 
from San Jose. The final score of that contest was a 19-13 
upset victory for the surprising Richmond Varsity. 

Led by fine running and sturdy defense, the Oilers came 
from behind to hand the Bells their first setback of the 
year. The Oiler offense, netting 245 yards for the contest, 
completely dominated the game. 

Richmond started the scoring in the first quarter when 
Halfback Bob Pringle raced 59 yards around the Oiler 
right end and ran through the Bell defense to set Richmond 
in the lead, 6-0. The hard-fighting Bells came right back to 
tally on a 3-yard plunge over the goal line. The Bellarmine 
extra point was good and put the visitors ahead, 7-6.

The Oilers, fighting back from behind, lost the contest 
by a one-point margin to a Berkeley team which scored 
in the final minute of play. 

Yellowjacket Back Carl Gordon hit pay dirt for the home 
team in the first quarter. Gordon added the all-important 
conversion to set Berkeley ahead, 7-0. The second quartér 
remained scoreless with the Oilers moving the ball better 
than the home team. 

The Oilers came back in the third quarter when LeMar 
(Masked Man) Jones smashed off right tackle for the touch- 
down, which highlighted a 58-yard TD march.
